New York.—The United States I* 
facing a famine of public sc)u>ol teach­ 
ers. 
T h e schools in various p arts of 
the 
country 
are 
already 
suffering 
from a shortage of teachers. 
Men and 
women in noticeable num bers, reports 
from different sections bay, are re­ 
signing their positions in th e schools 
to ta k e up other kinds of work. 
But 
the w orst of the situation, as It Is ex­ 
plained by Dr. William ll. Allen, who 
has been a leading stu d e n t of school 
problem s for ninny years, Is the cer­ 
tainty of a greatly Increased shortage 
lo the future, as evidenced by the fall­ 
ing off In 
enrollment**

teachers’ 
training schools. 
“T h ere never was a tim e w hen good 
public school teachers w ere needed 
as 
in the Immediate fu tu re ,” said Doctor 
Allen. “T he whole problem of Amer­ 
icanization and training for citizen­ 
ship, as it must he m et in the ele­ 
m entary public schools, Is fu n d am en ­ 
tal. yet from all over the country we

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Washington.—One of the curly ef­ 
fect* of the war was an acute short­ 
age of the Instrument most used In 
n e g a tin g ship! at sea, the sextant. 
In a few weeks after the United 
Blate* become u party to the g n a t 
struggle, the market was swept bare 
of what might be termed tile boating 
supply of these important Instruments. 
Mince then, importations from Eng­ 
land, Canada and France have eased 
Hie American market somewhat, but 
there Is still a sufficient shortage to 
hold the price fur above what It for­ 
merly was. 
a In the early months of this coun­ 
try’s participation in the war, when 
the United States shipping board was 
establishing the chain of navigation 
schools at which It Is training offi­ 
cers for the new merchant marine, 
there was such a scarcity of these 
necessary 
Instruments—which 
are 
used daily In flu* schools to tench 
methods of determining a ship’* posi­ 
tion nt sea—that an appeal was made 
fbr the loan of Instruments, 
j The result was striking. Out of the 
closets aud attics of former captain’s 
homes, particularly In New England, 
seifnnts appeared that had pot seen 
the light, In mine roses, sine** the days 
of the clipper -hip era. when the Unit­ 
ed States was supreme on the sen. 
Many of these Instruments had t*een 
on long voyages to the mysterious 
Kart; others hod been In the whale 
Ashery to the far North; a few had 
been 
carried 
among 
the 
Cannibal 
Islands of the South Pacific, others 
among the pirate* of the China seas. 
It had not been thought, when these 
Instruments were stowed 
away 
by 
careful hands, years ago. that they 
would ever again serve the merchant 
murine. Today many of them are be­ 
ing used bv young men who will qnal- 
Ify as officers on the new and grenter 
merchant marine, while others, which 
have been presented to the shipping 
board, are actually making voyages 
again, this time among the pirates of 
the submarine tone. 
A sextant, unlike a watch or any 
Instrument 
with 
c..nst.*Antiy 
moving 
parts. Is very slow to wear out. There 
Is not much difference in th** sextant 
of today ami the original sextants pro­ 
duced to England when tin* Instru- 
roent was first perfected by 
John 
Hadley. hack In ITH!. 
First Wa* *n Octant. 
Hadley call**?I his Instrument at first 
an octunt. ls-rouse it represented In 
Its scale of degrees hut ail eighth purl 
of the circle, that Is, 45 degrees. Eater 
instruments were termed quadrants, 
as they represented a quarter of a cir­ 
cle, 90 degrees. The sextant, or sixth 
of a circle, (W) degrees, was found to 
be most practical, and In time came 
Into general use. 
The practical dis­ 
tinction betwixen these three Instru­ 
ment* Is slight, however. 
The first scxtntit was not an Inven­ 
tion, as might be supposed, but an 
adaptation 
of 
undent 
Instrument* 
used by astronomer* from finn* imme­ 
morial to determine the sun's eleva­ 
tion, or latitude. The oldest of these 
ancient instruments was the astrolabe, 
* disk of copper or brass, cut to the 
full circle of :W* degrees. 
This was 
fitted with a plumb line, ami on its 
face n bar pivoted on the center, and 
having at one end n pin. 
One man 
held up the disk by the tine. another 
sighted the sun over th** pin in th** end 
of the bar. ami another not* I where 
the all* I low cast by the pin fell on 
the acale of degrees m arled on the 
disk. 
It thus took three men to make an 
observation, which was usually faulty. 
while the use of such an Instrument 
on a moving ship was utmost sin im­ 
possibility. 
Another ancient observing instru­ 
ment was the cross-st aff. This consist­ 
ed of a bar of wood—spine of them 
were seven feet long—fitted with a 
sliding upright hnr. or erose 
The 
I (mg bar was livid toward th** sun, ami 
the observer was posted ut one end. 
The shorter lair was then moved hack 
or forth until tho observer saw the 
sun over Its upper tip and th** hori­ 
zon at the same (Jmo under Its lower 


touch 
rn arc brought the sun down 
I the horizon. 
When tho observer using 'he sex­ 
tant gets th*' sun down to th** horizon, 
he fixes th** si rn? on th** send* by means 
of a screw, and proceeds to read the 
scab*, which gives birn the sun’s alti­ 
tude in degrees. 
When Hadley brought bls sextant 
out in I TU I, it was given a trial by 
th** British authorities, on th** yacht 
Chatham, off Splthead, on a gusty 
day In August. 
We read that tho 
weather “was too rough for a sntlsfac- 
| tory test.” 
Hough weather Is a fre- 
' quent cause for trouble In handling 
tin* sextant, as It is difficult to “catch" 
the sun and bring It down when on 
the uncertain platform of a moving 
deck. 
Til** value of Hadley's Instrument 
was not at once recognized by mari­ 
ners. but its worth has been amply dem­ 
onstrated by th** fact that no essen­ 
tial ( bange has been made in it since 
It first appeared, nearly two centuries 
i ago. 
With the sextant perfected, the ap­ 
paratus used by 
ii 
navigator 
was 
greatly reduced In hulk. Some of the 
ancient ships, bound on long voyages, 
took along a great variety of appli­ 
ances that today would he valuable 
only as junk or curio*. 
Now the American officer, ready to 
ship for service overseas, takes his 
sextant, the most Important of all nav­ 
igating instruments n**xt to the com­ 
pass, in a neat mahogany case only 
nine Inches square by five inches deep. 
and needs nothing further, except the 
ship’s chronometer, to enable him to 
toll when* he Is every day on his voy­ 
age across the vasty deep.
